I HE Efficacy of Religion to promote temporal 
Happineſs, although demonſtrable by Reaſon, 
and revealed with ſufficient Clearneſs in Holy 
+ Writ, is yet unacknowledged by many, ſuperſi- 
cial Obſervers of Human Affairs, and as ſuperficial Readers 
of the Sacred Scriptures. To ſuch Men there appears in the 
ordinary Courſe of Things, a kind of Variance between 


Spiritual and Temporal Good: Which Appearance ſeems * 


(at firſt Sight) to be favoured by ſundry Aſſertions in the 
Goſpel, that If a Chriſtian had Hope only in this Life, 
„ he would be of all Men moſt miſerable ;” that the 
* Friendſhip of this World is Enmity with God,” and other 
Paſſages of a parallel Import. But, on a more accurate In- 
ſpection of the Tranſactions of the World, and the Influ- 


| ence of the Goſpel Docttines, 1 truſt it will be found, that 


theſe Appearances, if not wholly deluſive, are merely Occa- 
fional; that thoſe Expreſſions allude to ſuch occaſional 
Circumſtances; and that there is a ſtrong, (tho not infepa- 


rable) Connexion between the Practice of Religion and 


worldly Proſperity. To this Truth S:lomon bore his Teſti- 

mony, even before the riſing of :the Sun ef Rigbteſneſs; 
and, after an adequate Trial of all other Means of procuring 
Happineſs, determined from the Reſult of his Experience, that 
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it was to be gained: only by following the Dictates of Religi- 
ous Wiſdom. * She is a Tree of Life” (ſays he) © to them 
e that lay hold upon her, and happy is every one that retain- 
„eth her. Her Ways are Ways of Pleaſantneſs, and all 
« her Paths are Peace. Length of Days is in her Right 
„ Hand, and in her Left Hand Riches and Honour.” 
Here then we have an explicit Heclaration that the Practice 
of Virtue leads to Happineſs, not merely by raiſing Men 
above, but by ſecuring them in, the Enjoyments of this 
World. Such was the Efficacy of Few:/b Morality, an im- 
perfect Anticipation and Shadow of the Chriſtian. 


- In this Diſcourſe I ſhall confine myſelf to the Confidera- 
tion of the laſt Effect aſcribed to Religion ; and doubt not 
to ſhew, that a regular Performance of Chriſtian Duties is 
calculated to procure to Individuals, as well as to the Publick, 
Reiches and Honour: And in order to apply this Doctrine to 
the Occaſian of the preſent Solemnity, ſhall treat the N

FIRST, then, I ſhall endeavour to prove, that there is 2 
Natural Tendency in the Scheme of "Chriſtian Morals to 
render Men Induſtrious and Uſeful, and of Courſe, Rich 
and Happy. Indeed, the firſt Obſervation which preſents 
.itſelf on an attentive Peruſal of the Goſpel Syſtem, is, that 
every Command leads to Happineſs, that every Prohibition 
prevents Miſery. But from amongſt the extenſive Proviſions 
for improving ſocial Comfort, it is our preſent Buſineſs to ſe- 
le& thoſe which oblige every Chriſtian to be diligent in the 
Labour of his reſpective Station. | „%ͤ Sager} 


ACAHRTSTIAN is directed with Quietneſs to work and 
eat his own Bread, rather than to draw his Maintenance from 
the Bounty of others : and at the ſame Time that he is com- 
manded to be fervent in Spirit, is enjoyned as poſitively, not 
to be flothjul in Buſineſs. He muſt labour in order to be 
juſt, for he muſt render to every one bis Due: not only to 
every private Man, whatſoever he can demand by an equita- 
ble, as well as legal, Claim, but likewiſe Cuſtom, to whom 
Cuſtom; Tribute, to whom Tribute, is due. He muſt labour in 
order to be charitable, for every Chriſtian is bound to con- 
tribute to the Poor. Not the Rich only, by ſcattering a Part of 
their Superfluity, but, e who have little, by giving gladly of 
that little; and the lower Claſſes too, by labouring to ſupport the 
Weak, He muſt labour in order to provide for his Family, 
or he would be ſo far from Chriſtian Perfection, as to become, 
worſe than an Infidel. If he labour for a Maſter, he muſt do 
= it, with Diligence, not as an Eye-Servant ; and if any will ' 
4 not work (ſays this Religion of Charity) neither let bim eat. 
i Again, as a collateral Aid to theſe Injunctions, and to prevent 
Avocations from Induſtry, a Chriſtian muſt be ſober, hem- 
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ble, chaſte, temperate, obedient to the Powers that be, and, 


conſequently, cannot be ſeduced from the Employmeat of his 
Station by Diſſipation, Vanity, Senſuality, or Faction. Could 


the moſt conſummate Stateſman have framed a Body of 


Laws better contrived to form an induſtrious People than 
theſe, which at once remove -the ordinary Temptations to 
Idleneſs, and ſuggeſt and enjoin every Motive to Induſtry , 


Honeſty in private and publick Dealings, competent Provi- 
ion for our Families, and a decent Maintenance for the 


Poor? And here we are naturally led to compare the reſpec- 


tive Influence of Popery and Proteſtantiſm on National In 401 
try. It would be endleſs to enumerate every Inſtance, in 


which the Reformation has in this reſpect (as well as num- 
berleſs others) revived the genuine Spirit of Chriſtianity. 
Let it ſuffice to mention the Suppreſſion of Monks and 


other uſeleſs Eccleſiaſticks: The Reſtoration of ſo many 


Days loſt to Labour, under the Name of Holydays: The 
Abolition of gaudy ſauntering Proceſſions, and of Pilgri- 
mages: And, what is too frequently regretted by Perſons 
unacquainted with the Manners of Popiſh Countries, the 
indiſcriminate Hoſpitality and Alms of Religious Houſes, 

who, in deſpite of the Goſpel Injunction, and to the Ruin 
of Induſtry, give liberally zo eat, to thoſe who (therefore) 
ill not work, Nor is the Lazineſs introduced by Papery.a 
mere Suppoſition, but proved by a general Compariſon be- 


tween the Proteſtant and Popiſh Countries in Europe, (and per- 


haps no Where more remarkably than in the different Provinces 
zn this Kingdom z) where from the comparative Cultivation, 
Populouſneſs, Neatneſs and Affluence, even the Eye of a 
Traveller will inſtantly diſcern whether the predominant 
Religion of each Diſtrict prefers the unprofitable Meditations 
of Monaſtick Retirement to Active Virtue, whether it en- 


| joyns only an unfraitful Obſervance of the Rites of the 


Church, 
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Church, or requires Men to maintain Good Works far ne- 
cefſary Uſes. | N | : 


Ix being thus clearly proved from the Sacred Scriptures, 
that pure Chriſtianity naturally intraduces a Spirit of In- 
duſtry, it is worthy of your Attention to conſider how in its 
Turn that very Spirit promotes the Obſervance of Chriſtian 
Duties. For not to mention how much conſtant Employ- . 
ment excludes Temptations to Vice, the Riches produced 
by. the Hand of the Diligent remove all Necaſſity of: recur- 
ring to criminal Expedients for Suhſiſtence, command the 
Means of Education and Inſtruction in Religion, and ſupply 
the Funds of Juſtice and Charity. And he muſt be little 
converſant with the Train of Events in this World, who has 
not remarked, that the conſtant Attendants on Idleneſs are 
(not only Poverty and Oppreſſion, but alſo) Ignorance, Bigatry 
and Superſtition ; that the inſeparable Companions of Induſ- 
try are {together with general Affluence and Independance} 
Learning, Freedom of Thought, and the Practice of Social 
Virtue. Thus hath Divine Goodneſs connected our Spiritual 
and Temporal Good, by a reciprocal Aid, and rendered our 
Paſſage to Eternal Happineſs a Path of Pleaſantneſs and 
Peace. Por let us repreſent to ourſelues (and it will be a 
Speculation of much Edification and Comfort) a Society of 
real Chriftians, where no ſhallow Politician or viſionary 
Enthuſiaſt had broken the Links of this admirable Chain: 
Where each Individual diligent in his Calling, (the Poor, 
that he may have ſomething to conttibute, the Rich, ;hecauſe 
from his larger Sphere of Influence, much will be required 
from him) 4s conſtantly adding to the Wealth and Proſperity 
of the Whole: Where not content with abſtaining from 
Wrong, each Man ſtrives to do Good unto all, and labours 
chearfully that he may be able to give liberally to the Needy, 
to provide comfortably for his Family, and to form his Chil-

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dren by proper Education to continue the ſame Services to the 
Publick. Doth not ſuch Righteouſneſs exalf a Nation, and 


bear in her Hand Riches and Honour to every Individual. 


Happy are the People who are in ſuch a: Caſe, yea, bleſſed are 


they who have, in Deed as well 'as Name, the Lord for their 
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Now to improve and communicate theſe Bleflings, to edu- 


cate Children in the pure Religion of Feſus Chri/?, (the Source 


of Induſtry) and in the Habit of regular Labour, (the beſt 
Fence and Support of Innocence and Virtue) is the charita- 
ble Eſtabliſhment founded, for the Promotion of which we 
are now aſſembled. Wherein one is at a loſs which to ad- 
mire moſt, the extenſive Benevolence which deſigned for the 
poor deluded Natives of this Kingdom ſuch various Bleſſings, 
or the ſound Wiſdom which thus aptly blended them together, 
and interwove in one comprehenſive Plan almoſt every Branch 
of Chriſtian Charity; Support to the Indigent, Education, 
Induſtry, and the Light of Truth to thoſe who muſt other- 
wiſe. have been plunged in. Ignorance, Idleneſs, and 
Error. FR 3 8 Te 
HIIRHERTO the Encouragement: and Succeſs of this 
Undertaking have born ſome Proportion to the Merit of the 
Deſign. For by the Royal and Parliamentary Bounty, and 


the liberal Contributions drawn from England, in Aid of the 


Subſcriptions of the Nobility and Gentry of this Kingdom, 
the Eſtabliſhment has been gradually increaſing from it's 
firſt Inſtitution to this Time, when more than two thouſand 
Children are training up in the Habit of Induſtry, and the 


Knowledge of true Religion. And we need no further 


Evidence of the good Effect of this Education, than the 
Earneſtneſs with which the Children are ſought for as Ap- 
prentices, not only without a Fee, but with a Promiſe ' of a 
| >” Gratuity 
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Gratuity at the Expiration of their Time. It may 
appear indeed, and hath been urged by ſome, that the 
Number of Apprentices (though amounting to near three 
Thouſand) bears too ſmall. a Proportion to that of the Chil- 
dren. admitted. But this is really owing to the Occaſional 
Neceſſity of admitting the Children of Proteſtants, where 
no Papiſts offer, who after being formed in theſe Schools to 
Induſtry and Piety, inſtead of being Apprenticed, are reſtored 
to their indigent Parents (if they requeſt it) to be the Com- 
fort and Support of their declining Age. Nor let it be 
imagined that the Admiſſion of the Children of Proteſtants 
is owing to any other Cauſe; than the Influence of the 
Romiſh- Prieſts, who juſtly alarmed at the Efficacy of this 
Scheme, employ every Artifice to deter the Poor Papiſts from 
accepting the Benafit of lit. d a! 
HAvIN thus briefly reminded you of the Advantages 
ariſing from this Charity, Lam now come to the leaſt pleaſing, 
but moſt neceſſary, Part of my Duty, to lay before you its 


Wants. One might have expected that a Plan of this Na- 


ture, recommended not only by intrinſick Excellence, but 
likewiſe by the Sanction of Royal Patronage, the Protection 
of Parliament, and; munificent, Contributions from Perſonages 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed in either Kingdom: for Diſcernment as 
well as Benevolence, would have, inſtantly met with a zealous 
Support from the whole Body of Proteſtants in this Kingdom. 
Or at leaſt, though the Difficulty of looking forward from 
Cauſe to Effect might prevent an immediate Concurrence, - 
that yet an Experience of it's good Conſequences would not 
only have ſilenced all Oppoſition, but have ſpread throughout 
the Land a glorious Emulation to extend ſo beneficial a 
Scheme; and if any Errors or Abuſes had crept into the 
Adminiſtration of it, (as what human Vigilance can guard 
againſt all Error and Abuſe?) have induced every Lover of. 
| | . = Religion. 
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Religion and his Country to give his perfonal Attention to 
bring it nearer to Perfection, to improve rather than to cen- 
ſure, to reform rather than to complain. But alas! how 
little have theſe reafonable Expectations been gratiſtetl. 
Several entire, and adjoining Counties have not yet erected 
one School, and the eſtabliſied Schools are not always ſuper- 
intended with a becoming Aſſiduity by their local Com- 
mittees. Yet, inadequate as the Number of Schools is to 
the Services they were inſtituted to render, the Society is not 
in a Condition to accept many very advantageous Propoſals 
for increaſing them, as their prefent Income is barely equal 
to their Support, and if not diminiſhing, is certainly at a 
Stand. A melancholy Confideration this! when we con- 
traſt the Increaſe of Wealth and of all frivolous and luxurious 

Expence in this Kingdom, with the Decline of a Charity re- 
commended by cvery Motive of Policy, Benevolence, and 


To enumerate all the Conſiderations which recommend 
an Inſtitution of this kind would be an endlets Undertaking, 
I thall therefore conſine myſelf to thoſe which render an 
Attention to the great Objects of it, Religion and Induſtry, 
peculiarly neceſſary in this Country: And Firſt, in Point of 
Policy: Not to mention the Neceſſity of employing every 
Expedient to extend the Knowledge and Practice of Agri- 
culture and the Arts, where ſo much improveable Land lies 
wafte, where fo ſmall a Proportion of the People are ac- 
commodated decently with any kind of Manufacture, and yet 
much Numbers migrate daily to ſcek Employment in diſtant, 
- and perhaps hoſtile, Lands: Nor yet to enlarge on the Expe- 

diency of advancing the Proteſtant Intereſt, which is evi- 
dently declining in Europe: The Propagation of the Pro-

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teſtant Religion and the Introduction of Induſtry and Riches 
amongſt the common People of this Kingdom, who are 


moſtly Papilts, are the moſt effectual Means of enſuring the 


Safety of our excellent Conſtitution. For although in Time 


of Peace, the Weight of Property in the Hands of Proteſ- 


tants, and the Power of the civil Magiſtrate, ſeconded b 


a regular military Force, may render the Papiſts amenable. 
to Law; what is not to be feared, in Seaſons of publick. 

Danger, from ſo vaſt a. Majority of the People, little inſtrue-

imaginary Pretenſions to thoſe 


Lowers of Wood, and Drawers of Water ? How great might 
have been the internal Confuſion of this Kingdom, had not 


the Lord of Hoſts averted from it a late pending Inyafion, 
t every ſerious Man conſider, and turn his Eyes on this 


Charity, the only practicable and juſtifiable Method of cu- 


Ting this dameſtic Exil. But we need not recur to Times of 
Danger for a Proof of the Political Expediency of convertin 5 


the Papiſts, when it is always thought neceſſary to contract 


their Ability of being uſeful in order to prevent their becom- 


ing powerful, to cramp their Induſtry for fear they mould 
rom formidable, though an Increaſe of their Property 
d give to the Publick a ſtronger Pledge of their 


ul 


Fidelity. 
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Minds, that they may not, by the meer Misfortune of their 
Birth, be precluded from any Part of the Benefit of the 


Conſtitution of their Country. As Proteſtants, and of Courſe, 
Advocates for Liberty of Conſcience, we cannot but lament 


the Neceſſity of thoſe Laws, and therefore omit, as much as 
may be, the Execution of them. Yet, dormant as they are, 
they furniſh to Popiſh Controvertiſts a ſpecious, though unfair, 
Occaſion. of retorting on us the Charge of Perfecution. But 
this excellent Charity fully confutes ſuch ill grounded Accu- 


ſations by its truly Proteſtant Gentleneſs, which aims to ſecure 


— 


Children from the Errors of their Parents without the leaſt 
Violation of parental Rights. But there is a ſecond and 


powerful Argument in Favour of this Eſtabliſhment, merely 


as a Place of Maintenance and Education for poor Children, 
drawn from the Indigence of the common People in this 


Kingdom, and the Want of a National Proviſion for the 
Poor: And on this Motive I ſhall ſpeak more at large, as I 


do not recollect, that it hath ever been urged in Recommen- 


dation of this Charity. y 


Ir is a Truth, melancholy to repeat, and yet (in this 


Place eſpecially, and in the Diſcharge of my preſent Duty) 


improper'to be diſſembled, that in this Country, bleſſed with a 


Soil uncommonly fertile, a Climate particularly mild, and a 
free Conſtitution, the Bulk of the Inhabitants languiſn in a 


Degree of Wretchedneſs, ſcarce to be equalled, and certainly 
not exceeded, in any Part of Europe, in the moſt rigorous 
Climate, the "moſt barren Soil, and the moſt abject Slavery. 
This Circumſtance muſt be a Matter of Surprize to Perſons 
unconverſant with the former State of Ireland, and be impu- 
ted to Cauſes diſgraceful (and in part injurious) to the Man- 
ners of the preſent Times; but the radical Cauſes of it may 
eaſily, and muſt be traced in the early Part of the 1r:/ Hiſ- 

| „„ 
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tory. The ancient Diſtribution of this Iſland amongſt Savage 
Septs, employed either in deſtructive Wars with each other, 
or in wandering from Spot to Spot in their own little Terri- 
tory, to find a ready Subſiſtence without, the Trouble of 
Cultivation : The Gothic Tyranny of the Engliſb Barons, 
who excluded even the .Subjet Natives from the Protection 
of Law, and the common Rights of Human' Nature : The 
late Reduction of the whole Kingdom to a regular Sub- 
miſſion to Engliſo Government, and equitable Laws: The 
ſubſequent Miſeries attending the Maſſacre and Rebellion, 
together with the fatal Influence of Popery on general Induſ- 
try, and the burthenſome Expence of ſupporting its nume- 
rous Prieſthood, are a Series of Cauſes which fully account 
for the Poverty of the common People. It is x Boaſt, 
as it is the Glory, of the preſent Age, that this Evil is daily 
diminiſhing. Wonders have been effected in that Part of 
the Kingdom, leaſt favoured by Nature, and lateſt admitted 
to Engliſb Government by the joint Influence of Proteſtant- 
iſm, Induſtry and Liberty, a threefold Cord which is not eaſily 
broken, and with which it is the Object of the Charter 
Schools to bind together all the Inhabitants of this Country. 
But though much has been done to eradicate the Effects of 
ancient Slavery, Idleneſs and Superſtition, ſtill much more 
remains to do. A General Attention in the landed Gentle- 
men to induce and enable the Peaſants to advance in Con- 
venience and Cleanlineſs of Living is ſtill wanting; and the 
Engliſh legal Polity, ſo wiſely adopted in moſt Inſtances, is 
ſill unimitated in one important Part, peculiarly requiſite in 
this Kingdom, and at the ſame Time perhaps the moſt judi- 
cious, certainly the moſt humane of all, a Legal Proviſion: 
for the Poor. | 15 2 REST 
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WHEN the Reformation in Englond ſuppreſſed thoſe 
Neſts of Indolence and Evil, called Religions Houſes, it 
was inſtantly urged by the Partiſans of the Roman Church, 
that the Poor muſt inevitably periſh, without that Source of 
Relief. Nor was the Allegation ill-founded; if no Equiva- 
lent had been deviſed. But the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature, 
in the Reign of Elizabetb, fully obviated this Objection, 
by introducing a Reformation (if I may be pardoned the 
Expreſſion) in Charity itſelf. For inſtead of leaving the 
Diſtreſſed to the accidental Alms of the Paſſenger, or encou- 
raging the Lazy by an undiſcerning Diſtribution at the Con- 
vent Grate, the real Poor were made Claimants by Law (as 
they certainly are by the ſtricteſt Juſtice) by Eo to an 
impartial Magiſtrate, the Vagrant was ſubjected to Labour 
and Puniſhment, and the mercileſs rich Man was conſtrained - 
to pay his Proportion towards the Relief of the Wants of 
thoſe, from the Sweat of whoſe Brows he had draw all his 
Affluence and Importance. Unhappily for this Kingdom at 
that Time the Reformation, with its attendant Bleffings, had 
made a very ſmall Progreſs: The Men of Property did not 
conſider the Natives enough as their Fellow-Creatures to 
adopt this Scheme from Motives of Humanity : Neither pro- 


bably did : they fathom the deep Policy of it, as contrived to 
| 


force the vagrant Beggar to work, to fear the Infant to In- 
duſtry, to heal the Sick, and prolong the Life of the Aged, 
at the ſame Time employing them in Labour proportioned to 
their Strength; in a Word, to multiply Numbers of induf- 
trious People, the Summary of Political Wiſdom. Such, 'in 


Fact, however miſrepreſented, is the legal Eſtabliſhment for 


the Poor in England, calculated for the real Advantage of 
thoſe who murmur at it, (as the Value of landed Property 
ariſes from the Number and Employment of the People) 
liable, it is true, to abuſe, and chargeable with ſome Imper- 


feCtions 
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fections in common with every Human Inſtitution, and ob- 
noxious to Complaint, as it creates a great immediate Expence. 
But let us only contraſt theſe idle Clamours of the Rich, with 
the Cry of the Poor in this Kingdom who bath none to help him, 
and the ſmall Grievances ariſing from want of Frugality in 
the Maintenance of the Poor, (againſt which too the Law 
hath made ample Proviſion, with the Publick Loſs from 
abandoning to Deſtruction, the Infant without a Nurſe, the 


Sick without Medicine or Food, and the Aged without a 


chance of that Reſpite from the Grave which proper Aſſiſt- 
ance might yield him, and upon this Competition our Nati- 
onal Judgment as well as Humanity will be found ligbt in the 
Balance. For let any candid Man compare the Collections 
in the Places of Publick Worſhip, with the real Wants of 
the Poor, in Country Pariſhes eſpecially, whence the Rents of 
perhaps all the Lands are drawn into diſtant Countries, (and 
at the fame Time take into Conſideration the lowneſs of their 
Wages, which admit no Saving) and he muſt confeſs that 
the Poorin moſt Places are left without an adequate, I had al- 

moſt ſaid, without any, Relief. At the ſame Time the Impoſtor 
has an unanſwerable Apology for vagrant begging, and fre- 
quently extorts by his Clamour the Relief due (and yet not 
extended) to modeſt Diſtreſs; while thoſe only avoid the 
Burthen of ſupporting the Poor, who are deaf te the Cries 
of the Fatherleſs and the Widow. Till then this humane, 
judicious and equal Eſtabliſhment can be made, which, 
amongſt its numberleſs other good Effects, would diſtribute 
Proteſtant Schools throughout the Kingdom in the publick 
Work-Houſes, let the Charter-Schools claim your Protec- 
tion, as a principal Branch of a National Proviſion for the 


Poor. 
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14 A SERMON preached before 


Tus far I have addreſſed myſelf to your Humanity and 
Prudence as Men and Citizens, the third and higheſt Motive 
is yet to be mentioned. As Chriſtians, this Charity preſents 
to you the moſt intereſting of all Objects, the Reſcue of 
theſe little ones from Idolatrous Superſtition, with its - horrid 
Train of Moral Evils, and their Initiation in the Principles 
of primitive Chriſtianity, and the Exerciſe of Social Virtue. 
Now it is almoſt ſuperfluous to mention, that as far as an 
immortal Spirit ſurpaſſes in Dignity the Body, as far as an 
Eternity of Happineſs exceeds in Importance every temporal 
- Intereſt, ſo far doth ſaving a Soul from Error and Death 
excel every other Act of Chriſtian Charity. 


To conclude: It is clear to every attentive Obſerver of the 
Tranſactions of the World, that there is a conſtant Con- 
nexion between Popery, Deſpotick Power, Idleneſs and 
Immorality ; and likewiſe between their Oppoſites, Religious 
and Political Freedom, Induſtry and Social Virtue. Now 
I cannot imagine any Argument more deciſive, to a Chriſtian, 
hat Proteſtantiſm is the true Religion of Jeſus; or to an 
Infidel, that pure Chriſtianity is of Divine Original; than 
this Harmony of its Doctrines with every Maxim of ſound 
and rational Policy. Does not this Conformity of the Laws 
of our Religion (above ' thoſe of any other) to the great 
Purpoſes of Civil Government and the Happineſs of Social 
Life, yield ſatisfactory Proof to every ingenuous Enquirer, 
that theſe various Syſtems were framed by the ſame uniform 
and unerring Wiſdom, that the Author of Nature is like- 
wiſe the Author of our Faith? May therefore that Divine 
Spirit, who adapted the various Parts of this. complicated 
and beneficent Syſtem, animate us to be Workers together 
with him, and to contribute our Proportion to his Scheme of.
